WARNING BORNE OUT 


The warning by the under- 
ground that the Kuomintang reac- 
tionaries would attempt to wreak 
vengeance on the Shanghai pop- 
ulace is borne out by the events. 
Mchine-gun nests on the city’s 
rooftops, in the windows of its 
skyscrapers, are turned toward the 
city streets. Workers are not being 
paid for work done. Five hundred 
students of the city’s schools and/ 
universities were jailed last week 
after more than 100 professors is- 
sued a joint declaration calling for 
peace in.“the Peiping way.”

HOWEVER, the actual fig- 
ures show that eveh though the 
consumers price index may haye 
fallen 3 percént from its post- 
war of last September it 
is 72 percent above the pre- 
war ftevel of August, 1939. And 
consumer food prices, the most 
important component in this in- 
dex, are still 115 percent above 
the prewar level. The food 
price index is down only 7. per- 
cent from the peak of last July. 

Some busine’s economists, 
while pointing to the small price 
cuts in the stores, suggest. that 
these may even add.to the pos- 
sibilities of .further depression. 
Looking at the tetail sales’ fig- 
ures they admit that the tiny 
cuts in prices so far have not 
caused any rush of customers to 
the counters. In fact, these cuts 
could have the opposite effect, 
of convincing those who may 
have cash to wait longer in the 
hope that bigger cuts are in the 
offing.
